triumphantly. 
Yet I do not know of ' 


one which began triumphantly. True, , 
the war in South, Africa is disappointing, 1 
but it la not a fact that Great Britain has 
Buffered exceptional reverses of great ; 


dinaster. 
On the other hand, the war 


has knit together every branch of the 
English speaking race, making all feel 
that they have a great, common destiny, 
which it is their duty to accomplish. 


"These are thoughts which ought to 


support us in far greater trials than any 
this war ipftjf produce. .Remember that 
a nation whicn cannot bear defeat is a 
nation unworthy of empire, and, al- 
though defeat has not yet come, and 
although we hope and believe it will 
not come in the course of the present 
war, yet, If matters should turn out 
otherwise, we should still rely upon the 
courage and patriotism of our country- 
men." 


Addressing a second, meeting at Ard- 


wirk, Mr. lialfeur paid: 
"While lam 


loth to claim, in any proud and arrogant 
spirit, that we are in any special sense 
the leaders of a gieat 
humanitarian 


cause, I deny in the strongest manner 
that we are animated by ignoble motives. 
No more false or stupid calumny wag 
ever invented than the accusation that 
Great Britain is animated by a petty 
desire to add wealthy regions to an al- 
ready gigantic empire. 
No mere ac- 


quisition of territory could compensate 
for a war costing se siuch blood and 
treasure." 


R<_ar Admiral Beresford, adddressing 


the London chamber of commerce, and 
dealing with questions of national de- 
fense, said that now that war pre\ ailed 
more attention would foe paid, perhaps, 
to those who had warned the country 
that it was laboring under a "rotten, 
false and misleading system of admin- 
istration so far as the services were 
concerned. 
"SVhile I would deprecate 


the adoption of conscription," said he, 
"I hope the country will insist upon over- 
hauling and reforming the naval and 
military services. 
In connection with 


the war in South Africa I contend that 
our generals should be held blameless, 
for they have been set to do an impos- 
sibility."

vealed in a war with a first-class Euro- 
pean power the nation would not) have 
been consoled by statements such as 
Mr. Balfour has been making. It is 
neither becoming nor prudent, 
after 


what has happened, for a minister to 
declare, a£ Mr. Balfour did, that he does 
not feel that he need apologize on behalf 
of the government. It would be, better 
for the country and for the ministers 
themselves if the latter frankly owned 
that they had made a mistake, pleaded 
extenuating circumstances and pledged 
themselves to a serious effort to reform 
all which had proved wanting.

The war office has not contributed the

Conse- 
quently the facts of the situation are re- 
placed by conjectures, and the Impati- 
ence of the public pours itself into a dis- 
cussion of the conduct of the war and of 
what might have been done or ought now 
to be done.

Dixon Kelinquishes Title He 


Has Help for Many 


Years 


Washington, Jan. 10.—Senator Pt-\f- 


rldge delivered his long-expected speeL-'.i 
or. the Philippine question yesterday. 
It v as Intended to be a supreme effort t<> 
l>jv\ o the wisdom of retaining the Isl- 
ands as permanent possessions, and. 
from the circumstances, 
is of vastly 


more importance than any previous 
speech on the expansionist side of the 
question, and is in line- with other strong 
speeches that have been made when 
Questions, vital to the nation, were un- 
der discussion. 


"That man little knows tha common 


people of the republic, little understands 
the instincts of our race, who thinks we 
will not hold it (the Philippine archi- 
pelago) fast and forever, administering 
Just government'by simplest methods." 


This sentence was the keynote of the 


speech by Mr. Beverldge. 
It was re- 


plets with striking sentences and well- 
arranged Information. 
Spoken with all 


the earnestness, vigor and eloquence of 
a fine orator, enthusiastic in his sub- 
subject, the speech created a profound 
Impression on all who heard It. 


It was expected that In it the. best 


argument would be presented, and the 
most convincing reasoua put forward for 
carrying on the war of subjugation to 
the end and the full exercise of our 
sovereignty over the people, and it would 
seem as though these expectations were 
fully 
realized. Senator 
Beveridge's 


epeech is notable from the fact that it is 
the result of personal Investigation of 
affairs in the territory under discussion, 
and, whatever may be thought of his 
.views regarding the points of constitu- 
tional law applicable to the governing 
of the Philippines, the enormous figures 
that he uses in estimating their future 
commerce, or of his belief that, as "trus- 
tee^ofi the world's progress," the Ameri- 
can people can do nothing else than per- 
sist in their present course until every 
vestige of rebellion la stamped out, con- 
siderable weight must b* accorded those 
portions ol his speech that deal with the 
character of the islands and of the peo- 
ple, as well as his opinions, formed upon 
the spot, of the conduct of the war, 
.which has been open to so much criticism 
here. 


His estimate of the Filipinos as Indo- 


lent, Improvident, with no aptitude, dull, 
stupid, superficial and never thorough, 
and as Incapable or self-government as 


charge those men who had opposed this 
war tiom the beginning with the re- 
sponsibility of all the blood being shed. 
He declared there had not been a time 
when, if General OUs had been able to 
give assurances of independence to the 
Filipinos, the war would not have tei- 
minated. 


Senator Rawlins (Utah) introduced a 


resolution which \vas referred to the 
Philippine committee, directing the com- 
mittee to inquire Into and report: 


1—What form of government, insur- 


gent, 
revolutionary or dictatorship, 


other than that of the kingdom of Spain, 
existed in the Philippine islands prior 
to Dec. 10, lSi)8, and to what extent Spain 
-had actual control of the islands. 


2—Can sovereign power be justly and 


in accordance with international law 
be claimed In the absence of power 19 
control.

Otis and from other official sources 
Where did Spain get the right to sell 
her rights in the Philippines?

Hewas 
certain that for all tho wealth and com- 
merce and glory which he had eloquently

Mr. Hoar declared the Filipinos had 


the Spaniards h/smmed In at Manila, and 
the latter were obliged to surrender. 
He thought It woTjld ba necessary to re- 
vise the constitution before those Fil- 
ipinos could be bought and gold.

flid not believe Mr. Beveridge. would ad- 
vise the American people to do this 
thing, or to do anything so base as to 
•trike down the Infant Filipino republic.

quent references to and quotations from 
the reports of General Otis and Admiral 
Dewey. and other officers In the Philip- 
pines. 
These showed that when Ag- 


ulnaldo arrived In Luton from Hong 
Kong tha insurgents had an army of 
20.000; that In the Island of Luzon th 
Filipinos maintained courts, schools, 
municipal governments and churches, 
and that peace and order prevailed 
pretty generally; Spanish prisoners were

Has Made Public a Long Let- 


ter He Has Addressed to 


Editors Boston Papers 


Washington, Jan. 10.—Senator Hoar 


has made public a long letter he has 
addressed to the editors of four Boston 
newspapers, l« answer to a speech made 
by Representative Quigg at the Essex 
club In that city. 
In this speech, Mr. 


Quigg, referring to Senator Hoar's at- 
titude on tbA Philippine question, de- 
clared that tne senator "wants ua- to 
skulk from our duty." 
Senator Hoar 


says: 


"I wish to put against this statement 


my emphatic denial. What I want the 
American people to do is to do In the 
Philippines exactly what we have done, 
are now doing and expect to do in Cuba, 
We have liberated both from Spain, and 
we have had no thought of giving either 
back to Spain. 
Having delivered them 


from Spain, we were bound in all honor 
to protect their newly acquired liberty 
against the ambition or greed of any 
other nation on eartb. 
And we were 


equally bound to protect them against 
our own. 
We were bound to stand by 


them, a defender and protector, until 
their new governments were established 
In freedom and in honor; until they had 
made treaties with the powers of the 
earth and were as secure in their na- 
tional independence aa Switzerland la 
secure, or as San DomSiigo or Venezuela 
is secure. 


Senator Hoar says he has two wit- 


nesses to call. General Otis and Ad- 
miral Dewey. 
"But before citing the 


evidence, let me state what I would do 
today, as I have stated what I desired 
to do before the war broke out. 
1 


would send General Wood or General 
Miles or Admiral Dewey to Luzon. 
I 


would have him gather about him a 
cabinet of the best men among the Fil- 
ipinos, who have the confidence of ths 
people and desire nothing but their wel- 
fare. 
In all piovlncea and municipal- 


ities where civil government is now es- 
tablished, possessing the confidence of 
the people, I would consult with their 
rulers and representatives. 
I would 


lend the aid of the army only to keep 
order. 
I would permit the people to 


make and administer laws, subject to 
some supervision till peace has settled 
down again upon that country. So soon 
as It seems that government can main- 
tain itsejf peacefully and in order, I 
would by degrees withdraw the au- 
thority of the United States, making a 
treaty with them that we would pro- 
tect them against the cupidity of any 
other nation, and would lend our aid for 
a reasonable time to maintain order and 
law. 
I would not hesitate, If it were 


Heedful, to vote to make them a loan of a 
moderate sum to replenish their wasted 
treasury." 


Senator Hoar's letter then asserts that 


the dispatches of Admiral Dewey and 
General Otis (some of the latter read by 
him, he says, having been withheld thus 
far from public knowledge), establish 
among other things that Agulnaldo is 
honest, patriotic and the chosen leader 
of the people of the Philippines; that 
the people have from the beginning de- 
sired independence; that they are fit for 
independence; that the outbreak of hos- 
tilities was not their fault, but ours, 
and that General Otis so amended tho 
president's proclamation before issuing 
It as to assure the Filipinos that it 
was the purpose of the people of the 


. United States to give them "in every pos- 


sible way, the full measure of individual 
rights and liberty which is the heritage 
of a free people."

Why Tower, Jfot Castle, of London. 


London's most famous 
historical 


| building was named the "Tower," and 


not the "Castle," of London. 
Most 


fortresses of Norman'construction in 
England keep the name of castle. Lon- 
don's Norman fortress alone bears an- 
other title. The reason Is to be found 
In the methods of Norman military ar- 
chitecture. 
A Norman fortress was 


constructed of a tower or keep, with an 
attendant castle, each having the same 
relative importance. The first consta- 
ble of the Tower called himself "con- 
stable of the Tower of London and its 
attendant castle." 
Whereas in the 


case of most such buildings in England 
the name- castle has survived longest, 
In the case of the principal fortresses 
at the capitals of Normandy and of 
Norman England the tower was the 
chief part of the fortifications. Thus 
the castle at Rouen, like the castle at 
London, always has been called the 
Tour de Rouen. 
The White Tower 


was so called because its builder, Hen- 
vy III, whitewashed it.

port. They repudiate cf tipulsory mili- 
tary service, and if forced to bear auns 
they are liable to emotional enthusi- 
asm, leading to self sacrifice. 
The 


form of death which they adopt is usu- 
ally burial while alive, but occasional- 
ly it is self destruction by fire. 


When the last great sacrifice ol the r 


sect was made, the people adopted the- 
voluntary cremation 
method as & 


means of getting an eternal release 
from their troubles. On a single dayc 
four families went out from a village^ 
and did themselves to death. A huge 
oven was built, and Into it those who 
voluntarily decided to dlfr plunge* 
themselves. 


The people who lacked the necessary, 


enthusiasm or strength of mind-or who 
felt that they were not worthy of at- 
tempting the great achievement knelt 
and prayed while th^y wept for their 
relatives and friends, whose charred 
bonos they kissed in an ecstasy of af- 
fection and admiration.

The Traniv 


A few summarized statement* may 


be given here in connection with the 
general situation: 


"L That a paramount position In 


South Africa, as well as the possession 


of Cape Town, 
-\vas necessarily 
in- 


volved in the retention of the con- 
quered Dutch settlements in 1815 and 
in the responsibilities which soon came 
to England for the welfare of millions 
of natives. 


II. That the Dutch farmer, from the 


earliest days, while loving indepen- 
dence In the form of complete power 
to do as he liked with his chattels- 
native slaves or servants—knew no- 
thing, and in the Transvaal knows less 
today, of what real liberty means. 


III. That tha famous treks of the 


Baars int^i far-awayi regions XuT-ts 
dictated not by love of liberty, but by 
love of slavery, not by hatred of op- 
pression, but by dislike of restrictions 
imposed upon their oppression of In- 
ferior races. Their 
treks resembled 


more the Mormon journey from Illinois 
to Utah in American historyr—the "pe- 
culiar institution" in the 
one case 


being slavery, and in the other polyg- 
amy. 


IV. That no resemblance exists be- 


tween the Dutch and the English re- 
lationship in the Transvaal and the 
French and the English relationship 
in Canada- In Canada perfect equality 
exists between the races; in Cape Col- 
ony and in Natal perfect equality ex- 
ists, or did exist until the Dutch lat- 
terly obtained the upper hand; in the 
Transvaal alone it has not existed for 
many years, 


V. That 
the British 
position in 


South Africa has been from the ear- 
liest days one of continuous conflict, 
owing 
largely 
to 
the hostilities 


aroused by the Boers among the na- 
tives; that the former have been 
systematically cruel in their treat- 
ment of the natives and harsh in their 
conduct toward missionaries; and that 
the bitter complaints of missionaries 
in this connection are to this day the 
source- of sorrow to English philan- 
thropists and of regret to Exeter Hall. 


VI. That, apart from the Boers, the 


troubles in South Africa during many 
years past have been increased, and 
in more than one case caused, by the 
spirit of irresolution introduced from 
1850 to 1870 into imperial councils by 
the Manchester School of politicians, 
and from the early seventies onward 
by men who, though more generally 
patriotic in their views, were still un- 
able to grasp at once the difficulties 
and necessities of imperial administra- 
tion and responsibility. 


VII. That the presence of the great 


native population in the Transkei ter- 
ritories, in Zululand, Pondoland, Mas- 
honaland, Matabelelifcid, 
Bechuana- 


land, Griqaaland, 
Basutoland, etc., 


have nof: only introduced a disturb- 
ing element into all the history of 
these regions, but must be gravely 
considered in matters wherein general 
British supremacy is involved. Great 
as has been the trouble in the past 
caused by Boer aggression upon the 
natives, it is compensated for now by 
the probability, though not certainty, 
that the most of them will in the pres- 
ent war remain in a passive and neu- 
tral condition. 


VIII. That if Great Britain had 


been anxious to^ grab territory, as too 
many American papers allege, and as 
the Americans may be said to have 
proved themselves to be in the Phil- 
ippines, she would have accepted the 
original wish of the Orange Free State 
to remain under the British flag; 
would have for once and all crushed 
the Transvaal in 18SO, when there 
were only six or seven thousand fight- 
ing Boers available; and would cer- 
tainly have bought Delagoa Bay when 
she was given the now much-desired 
opportunity under the earlier colonial 
administration of Lord Carnarvon. 


IX. That the real crisis for some 


time past was not in the treats and 
contumacy of the Transvaal, but in 
the underground combination which 
President Kruger has 
so skilfully 


worked out, by means of the Afrikan- 
der Bund, amongst the Cape Dutch 
and the Dutch of the two Republic.s 


X. That the doctrine of equal rights 


throughout South Africa, for Dutch 
and English, enunciated and Insisted 
upon by Mr. Chamberlain, should have 
the approval of the whole empir3 and 
of all English-speaking peoples.—"A 
British View of the Transvaal Ques- 
tion," by J. Castell Hopkins to the 
December Forum.

Scotchman, and will shortly sail for 
Manila. The architect of the beauti- 
ful new edifice is Wiliajn M. L. Good- 
rich, of Goodrich & Goodrich, archi- 
tects and engineers, Baltimore. 
He 


served as ensign on the United States 
ship Dixie all through the late war

A BAD CASE. 


Colonel Baden-Powell and HI* mili- 


tary Kltei 


One of the foremost experts In the 


art of constructing and flying- military 
kites for aerial observations Is Coi. 
Baden-Powell, now closely beseiged at 
Mafeking by the Boera. At Aldershot 
over a year ago he built a series of 
kites, which, when flown in tandem 
fashion, were capable of lifting a man 
a hundred or two feet in the air. In 
one of the recent dispatches to a Lon- 
don paper it was reported that Col. 
Baden-Powell employs his leisure mo- 
ments In directing his men in the con- 
struction of kites for military obser- 
vations just as Cecil Rhodes In Kim- 
berley is employing the men in road 
building. By means of the huge kites 
photographs of the enemy's position 
and intrenchments have been taken at 
various altitudes. These photographs 
have bees, of special importance in lo- 
cating the Boer troops, and they have 
been obtained without any risk of life 
or limb. All that the bullets of the 
enemy can do is to cut the kite strings 
or smash he photographing apparatus 
that is sent up with the kites.

THE TELEPHONE MEETING. 


What An Independent Company Can 


Do, As Learned From. Heath, 


A meeting of citizens of the town 


•will be held in the opera house Friday 
evening for the purpose of discussing 
the proposal of the New Knglond Tele- 
phone company. The meeting is called 
by the selectmen of the town for the 
purpose of giving the citizens a chance 
to decide whether or not the New 
England Telephone company will be 
allowed to establish a telephone sys- 
tem in this town. When the matter 
was first brought up it was talked that 
an independent company would he 
favored, but the New England Tele- 
phone company were soon heard from 
and their proposition will be discussed 
Friday evening. 


Dr. J. B .Hull, who has been very 


much interested in the matter and who 
is anxious that telephones be placed in 
town, received a letter from W. E. 
Kinsman, treasurer of the Heath Tele- 
phone company stating what it had 
cost the company of which he is treas- 
urer to form an independent comrany 
and place their telephones. He writes 
that the poles which are 25 feet long 
and 40 poles to the mile, cost $40 a 
mile, making each pole cost 51. The 
wire cost 
5Vi cents per 
pound, 165 


pounds to the mile which would ba 
$18.16 per mile; setting of the poles $10 
per mile, stringing of wire ?o per mile, 
instruments from $11 to $13 eacr- and 
putting them in $3 each. The company 
are charging a rent of $12 per year and 
in the past year the company has paid 
a. dividend of 10 per cent They have 
15 instruments on each line and have 
no switchboard. They are connected 
with Charlemont, Colerain, Heath, and 
Shelburne Falls and are allowed to call 
any 
of these places without extra 


charge. This gives a fair idea of what 
an independent company can do, and 
it might be well to consider the matter 
seriously before coming to a decision 
next Friday evening. 


The local rates which the New Eng- 


land company has given is $10 per house 
telephone and S21 for office telephores, 
with regular toll rates to North Adams. 
From the present outlook the town will 
not consider this proposition, as a great 
deal of business is done over the tele- 
phones to North Adams and unless the 
company can give a reasonable rate 
which will include North Adams they 
•will without doubt be turned down. 


There are plenty of men in town who 


seem anxious to form an independent 
company and are ready to take stock. 
Unless the bell telephone company will 
see fit to come forward Friday evening 
with a rate which will include North 
4.dams and prove a fair thing there will 
be no doubt of the result. The people 
are very much interested ir the matter 
and a large attendance at the meeting 
Friday evening is expected. 


C. G. Sanford, chairman of the board 


of selectmen has received a letter from 
N H. Sabin who is now in New York 
asking that he will do his best to pre- 
vent any company placing polt-s on 
Main street. This matter was talked 
over some time ago and It was de- 
cided that it would not be necessary 
to run the wires in front of the houses, 
but that they go up Main street, by two 
lines one in he rear of each line of 
buildings thus preventing poles from 
heing placed where they will disfigure 
the street.

What the Czar's Realm Offers 


to the United States. 


VIEWS OF COUNT DE OASSIHI. 


Gigantic Field of Commerce Whlck 


TLlem Ia Siberia—Bla Railroad Line 
to Develop It—American Bbmaffto- 
tare* Declared to Be Better Than 
Any III tbe World. 
Count de Oassinl, the Russian am- 


bassador at Washington, recently dis- 
cussed with the correspondent of the 
Chicago Times-Herald the relations of. 
his government to the United States 
and the possibilities of the "open door" 
In the orient. 


"Whether or not the Russian open 


door at Vladivostok and Tallen Wan la 
hospitable to American products Is a 
matter of fact and not of argument," 
he said. "Russia has been decidedly 
friendly to the merchants and manu- 
facturers of the United States. In the 
projection of vast enterprises under 
•way in Siberia the Imperial Russian 
government baa been at some pains to 
seek American markets and to make 
Important purchases therein. 


"Russia has purchased from the 


United States thousands and thousand! 
of tons of steel rails for the construc- 
tion of the Siberian railroad. It also 
fcas purchased more than 800 locomo- 
tives in the United States. These have 
been shipped to Russia and Siberia 
and, together with the warships manu- 
factured by the Cramps, make a con- 
siderable account. 
These purchase* 


were not made altogether because the 
Imperial 
Russian 
government 
was 


friendly to the United States, but be- 
cause the manufactures of the United 
States are not only cheaper but better 
than any others In the world, 


"When the United States, some 80 


years ago, contemplated the Pacific 
railroads as a dream, the task was not 
as difficult as that which confronted 
Russia, but both succeeded. It Is only, 
necessary for America to look back to 
those days and remember the barren 
wastes of weary miles which have 
grown into prosperous and populous 
states to understand the possibilities 
which the Transsiberian railroad opens 
to the world. 


"Siberia is equal In- area to Canada 


and the United States. It Is equal In 
diversified resources. A scattered pop- 
ulation of about 5,000,000 occupies this 
empire. With the growth of the Unit- 
ed States from similar causes as an ex- 
.ample It is well within bounds to say 
that in Siberia lies the greatest market 
and the largest theater for American 
enterprise since the Pacific railroads 
opened up your own west. 


"Russia offers the most alluring in- 


ducements to American capital to as- 
sist in the development of this empire. 
In the first place, all mining and agri- 
cultural machinery destined for this re- 
gion is absolutely free of duty or oth- 
er hindrance at the port of Tallen Wan 
or Vladivostok. 
All articles of first 


necessity are also free, and the same la 
true of foodstuffs which enter largely 
Into the lifp of the poorer classes. 


"Russia is determined that the ad- 


vantages freely offered to Americans 
shall be understood. To this end ar- 
rangements are being made for an 
American-Russian exhibit to follow the 
Paris exposition. Merchants and man- 
ufacturers will be invited to display 
their goods at either Moscow or St Pe- 
rersburg, and negotiations are being 
favorably considered by Russia to 
transfer the whole Russian exhibit at 
the Paris exposition to Philadelphia aa 
a permanent exhibition. 
Americana 


who desire to avail themselves of tha 
advantages of the Moscow or St. Pe- 
tersburg exposition will be given great- 
ly reduced freight rates and other sub- 
stantial inducements to make this In- 
ternational affair a complete success 
and a lasting benefit to the two people 
concerned. 


"So far as the China trade at Talien 


Wan Is concerned, only the Chinese du- 
ties will be collected, but as the busi- 
ness at Talieu Wan will be Siberian 
rather than Chinese of course tbe Unit- 
ed States Is more Interested In the lat- 
ter aspect. For this reason Russia has 
had to consider a very delicate and 
complicated problem in determining 
the answer to the United States con- 
cerning the open door. 


"Primarily the door was open and 


will always remain open. It Is a case 
of sheer necessity, but interests of Im- 
perial magnitude had to be safeguard- 
ed. The same assurance which would 
be very easy and natural In the case of 
a mere market port established for the 
same reason that a merchant opens a 
store could not be so easily given re- 
garding a port intended to supply the 
wants of Siberia and be the entrepot i 
of the gigantic commerce which will I 
result when the Transsiberian railroad ; 
clips 30 to 40 days from !' 
> journey 


round the world."

Camille Flammarion, In a French pe- 


riodical, asked people to answer the 
following question: "Have you ever had 
while awake the impression of having 
seen a hunum being and had that im- 
pression coincide with the time of the 
death of that person?" The astrono-( 
mer tells the result of his investigation 
in the Nouvelle Revue. 


He had 4,280 responses, of which 


2,456 were negative and 1,814 affirma- 
tive. Of the affirmative replies he es-1 
amined 782, who recited 1,120 cases, all 
of which he regards as authentic. In 
his article M. Flammarion merely gives' 
the experience of the subjects as re- 
lated to him and does not attempt toi 
account for the premonitions. 
' 


It might be said, however, that the 


fact that 40 per cent of those who 
wrote to him had had telepathic ex- 
periences does not Indicate such an 
average among the hnnian family. The 
three periodicals-whose readers he ask- 
ed for information have a large circu-!

John P. Robinson, the subject of one 


of James Russell Lowell's "Hosea Big- 
low's" satires, was a brilliant lawyer 
of the town of Lowell, a scholarly gen- 
tleman and a wit. It is said of him 
that he had read Homer's "Iliad" so 
much that he could recite nearly the 
whole of it from memory. Mr. Robin- 
son was a favorite stump speaker about 
the period of 1840. He was a Whig 
End had the ambition to represent his 
district in congress. 


In 1842 he received the Whig nomi- 


nation for this position. It was a bad 
year for Whig candidates, as the Lib- 
erty party had then begun to present 
nominees against It. A majority was 
at that time required to elect, and 
there was no choice at the regular elec- 
tion. The Whig party, always timid, 
feared Mr. Robinson could not be elect- 
ed on further trial and induced him to 
withdraw from the contest that it 
might present a candidate more ac- 
ceptable to the antislavery men. This 
was a severe disappointment to Mr. 
Robinson. He became disgusted with 
the Whigs and bitter toward the anti- 
slavery advocates. 


A few years later, after General Ca- 


leb Gushing had been in the Mexican 
war, he was nominated by the Demo- 
crats as their candidate for governor 
of Massachusetts, upon which Mr. Rob- 
inson wrote a letter dec-Hring he should 
leave the Whig party and support Gpn- 
firnl Gushing. 
This induced Lowell's 


poem. Governor Briggs was then tbe 
Whig candidate for governor,and Low- 
ell had two refrains to his verses. The 
first read:

Cigars were passed at the close of 


the banquet, and Captain Crosier brief- 
ly welcomed all those present .and in- 
troduced Second Lieutenant O'Brien 
as loaftmaster. With a few opening- 
rernaiks he introduced Selectman Jas. 
C. Chalmers, who responded to tha 
toast "The town." He gave a brief 
history of the town and spoke highly 
o£ Co M and the town. A letter was 
next rfad from J. H. Manning of Pitts- 
fipld, expressing his regret at not being 
able to be present. His son, Frank, 
was a member of the company, and his 
life was sacrificed as a result of the 
Cuban campaign. 
Mr. Manning ex-

Rev. Dr. Th.om.pson, the orator of the 


evening, was next introduced, and was 
greeted with prolonged applause. 
He 


began by telling a funny story. He 
said he was always inspired by the 
presence 
of an American audience, 


but was especially inspired by an audi- 
ence of men who wore the national uni- 
form. Every man who carried Old 
Glory or wore the nation's uniform is 
entitled to the deepest respect of every 
citizen. 
He discouraged all bigotry, 


and said this nation is now coming to 
a point where racial demarkation is 
fast fading. We are different from all 
nations in this respect. 


He paid tribute 
to Germans and 


Irishmen for their valor and bravery in 
standing up for the stars and stripes, 
and said the latter people who have 
come here are fit to handle the govern- 
ment of any nation and govern justly 
and wisely. 
We stand on a common 


level because we have a common'an- 
cestry. We fought Spain because we 
had to. We stand for fair play from 
A to Z. He spoke of the quickness 
with which our soldiers dispatched the 
Cuban war, and said 
we were not 


fighting for territory. We will not 
give back the possessions which have 
fallen into our hands to the oppressors 
of those possessions. 
We are 
big 


enough to govern the whole thing. W@ 
have a mission to perform for the peo- 
ple of those Islands. He closed with 
remarks favoring an alliance with Eng- 
land and opposing the sentiments re- 
ftarding the Boers as 
expressed by 


.Lawyer Shaw. The exercises closod 
w.th a selection, "My country 'tis of 
three," by the orchestra.

.STAMFORD'! NEW INDUSTRY 


Local Men Perfect Plans to Manufac- 


ture Wood Alcohol There 


The Stamford Chemical company is 


the name of a corporation recently or- 
ganized under the laws of Vermont for 
the manufacture of wiuod alcohol, ace- 
tate of lime and charcoal, which busi- 
ness will be carried on 111 the town of 
Stamford, Vt. The uiiUc-rt: of the com- 
poration, are: President, Truman Can- 
edy of this city; vice piesident, P. G. 
Caryenter of this city; sec'.etary and 
treasurer. A. W. Willmarth of Stam- 
ford. 


Thia cotnpanjy has purchased the 


Houghton & Willma'ith plant in Stam- 
ford, where for years has been earned 
on the manufacture of red and 
liquors for print •no.iks, waip 
etc. This business \\111 be continued 
far the present at least, an 1 the other 
branch of manufacturing: will nut be 
begun till spring, but preparations for 
the new enterprise are already uudvr 
way and will be pusilied, \ igou-ously. 
Orders for the necessary machinery 
have been placed with firms in Buffalo, 
N. V., and Warren, Pa., and the ma- 
chinery will be manufactured this win- 
ter and be ready for delivery in the 
spring-. At that time a building- 200 by 
75 feet and a story and a half high will 
be erected, and as soon as everything 
can be made ready the new business 
will begin.

The establishment of this plant means 


a large- increase of business for the 
little town of Stamford, and the fact 
that such an enterprise ia to be estab- 
lished there will be g-ood niews to all 
the people of that town. It will make 
a great market for wood, as the con- 
cern will use about 3000 cords a year. 
A large quantity of wood has already 
been purchased by the company and the 
farmers of Stamford are assured of a 
market for all the wtood' they have 
to spare. 
The work of cutting- the 


wood and getting1 it to the mill will 
make lots of business, and this1 in con- 
nection with the help that will be em- 
ployed in the works will mean a con- 
siderable stimulus to the industrial ac- 
tivity of Stamford. 


The lumber for the new building will 


be got out this winter ajid everything 
will be pushed forward rapidly in the 
spring-. 


Thisi business will have no connec- 


tion whatever with the large lumbering 
business carried on by the s'ime firm. 


Wood alcohol is used in various me- 


chanical arts, and its use is steadily 
increasing1. The Stamford firm 
will 


make only crude alcohol, and it will 
be sent elsewhere for refining. 
This 


will-be the first plant of the kind to 
be established in this part of the coun- 
try. Those interested in the project 
are expenencd and enterprising1 busi- 
ness men. and there is every reason to 
believe that it will prove, a successful 
\ > . Mure. Extensive and careful inves- 
' .cr-Uions were made before it was de- 
cided to embark in the enterprise, and 
the members of the company are con- 
fident that the results will fully justify 
their efforts and outlay.

State Commissioners File 


Important Document of 


Much Interest 


EFFECT OF B, & A, LEASE 


On Fitchburg System. Alleged Illegal' 


Contract • Between Central 
and 


B. & A. Excellent Condition 


of the Railroad 


The annual report of the s%fe direc- 


tors of the Fitchburg road, which was 
briefly repotted in the telegraphic dis- 
patches yesterday, was a document of 
much interest. The directors are C. 
T. Plunkett and James Renfrew of 
Adams and J. R. Leeson. The direc- 
tors declare that the arrangement ex- 
isting between the Boston and Albany 
and the New York Central, by which 
traffic that would naturally follow the 
Fitchburg route has been diverted to 
the Albany, is certainly opposed to 
public policy," is not, indeed, legal and 
that it has resulted In a depreciation of 
the value of the state's investment in 
the Fitchburg road. 


The state directors indicate that 


that they are watching the pending- 
negotiations with a jealous regard for 
the interests of the commonwealth by 
suggesting 
that 
the 
vastinterests 


of 
the 
state 
in 
the con- 


solidation projects must be unmistak- 
ably protected if the Boston and Al- 
bany lease is to be sanctioned by the 
legislature. 


Of the condition of the road the re- 


port says: 


"During the past year the gain in 


the traffici of the road, which was in 
evidence last year, has continued, with 
the result that the road has had an un- 
usually large business. A steady im- 
provement is being made in the equip- 
ment and condition of the road. Sub- 
stitution of eighty-five pound rails for 
rails of lighter caliber is maintained, 
larger cars and more powerful engines 
have been added and the roadbed im- 
proved, so that today it may be safely 
said the road is in a better physical 
condition than at any previous time." 


"The importance of the Fitchburg 


road to the commercial development of 
this section, is shown by thp continu- 
ous increase m the proporition or mer- 
chandise exported from the port of Bos- 
ton which is carried over its rails. In 
Ib97 of all the merchandise exported 
over the ocean, 51 per cent, was hauled 
by the Fitchburg road; in 1S9? this had 
increased to 57 per cent., while a fur- 
ther gain has been made during the 
past year, making the proportion thua 
conveyed practically 
three-fifths." 


After speaking- at length of the Bos- 


ton and Albany road, the report says: 


"We believe it to be our present duty 


to direct attention to this subject, as it 
will be in future to exert ourselves in 
the same direction, in the discharge 
of the grave responsibility imposed up- 
on us as the representatives of the 
commonwealth, tip'-'n the board of di- 
rectors of the Fitchburg- railroad com- 
pany. The settlement of this question 
will permanently affect the value of 
the Fitchburg railroad, anr< will de- 
termine the extent to which the road 
road may serve the purposes for which 
the original great expenditure by the 
state was made.
